WHY THEY FIGHT 

| FELT I HAD TO WRITE IN RESPONSE TO 
“Why we fight: the reasons don’t 
match the reality” (Issue #666, Aug 
31 - Sept 6). 

There have been dozens of articles 
written lately questioning why our 
soldiers are in Afghanistan. For a 
less biased approach, I would sug- 
gest your readers check out the last 
issue of MacLean's (Aug 28th), but 
since most of your readers are more 
likely to be interested in “bitchin’ 
fast cars and fall fashion,” I will try 
to briefly summarize why I com- 
pletely disagree with Mr. Wells. 

Giving up on Afghanistan now 
would be an exercise in cowardice 
and a betrayal to the Afghan people, 
as well as the international coalition 
serving there—including our troops. 
Regardless of the reasons that the 
previous government sent our 
troops to there, we have made a 
commitment to the people of 
Afghanistan. 

At this point I’d like to mention 
that joining the Canadian military is 
100% voluntary. The men and 
women of our forces train for their 
whole career for these types of mis- 
sions; the vast majority want to be 
there. Those who don't are likely 
burnt out from previous missions or 
may have made the wrong career 
choice. No one is ever forced into 
overseas deployment. 

In Mr. Wells’ article, he mentions 
the 2006 Human Rights Watch 
report, “five years into our mission 
in Afghanistan, the subjugation of 
women is still a fact of life in many 
regions,” yet he fails to mention 
from that same report how 68

women were elected to Afghan’s 
lower house in the 2005 election 
(that’s 27% female representation). 
To put that into perspective, Canada 
only has 20.6% female representa- 
tion in our government (2004 fig- 
ures). 

He has also failed to mention 5.2 
million children are now officially 
enrolled in school, compared to the 
estimated 774,000 that were enrolled 
in school under the Taliban. He has, 
in fact failed to mention anything 
positive that our forces have done in 
Afghanistan, as do most newspapers

Poetry festival kicks it up a notch (or five)

AH, AND JUST WHEN YOU THOUGHT 


our fine festival season was over, 
along comes another. Next Monday, 
at City Hail, Edmonton’s first week- 
long poetry festival takes flight 

Kids will scribble poems all over 
Churchill Square, Metro Cinema will 
show video poems, and wordsmiths 
of all stripes will infuse the U of A 
hospital with verbal medicine. 

The highlight though, might be 
The Roar Festival of the Spoken 
Word, which will (one supposes) be 
roaring through various downtown 
venues for three days starting on 
September 21st. 

Thomas Trofimuk, festival direc- 
tor of The Roar, nicely summarizes 
the fest’s inspiration. “Way too 
much wine. A shitload of wine.” 

But as our conversation continues, 
it quickly becomes clear that there’s 
a lot more than alcohol at the root of 
The Roar. 

The Raving Poets, a literary soci- 
ety of which Thomas is a founding 
member, gave birth to the event last 
year. The Roar offers a place for 
poets “to land,” Thomas explains. 
It's an inclusive celebration of 





“words in the air.” The annual event 
welcomes anybody and everybody 
to come and stir up the poetic stew it 
serves; after all, with over 100 read- 
ers, there’s more than enough to go 
around 

“The idea was to invite every sin- 
gle group,” Thomas stresses, “and 
break down all those [barriers]”. 

Thomas’s passion for spreading 
the spoken word is irresistibly conta- 
gious, not to mention inclusive. By 
the end of our conversation, I found 
myself on the schedule of perform- 
ers. 

“Yl just put you down,” he con- 
firmed. “And you're gonna get 
applause no matter what you read, 
even if you read the phone book. 
{But] if you strike a chord, if you 
make that communication with peo- 
ple, theyre gonna applaud wildly... 
and that’s what poetry’s about— 
about communication.” 

One of The ROAR’s headlining 
performers, Sheri-D. Wilson, spoke 
to me from her hometown of Cal- 
gary, or “Calgaria,” as she calls it. 

“7 think Alberta is the hot spot,” 
she exclaimed, “and I usually choose 
hot spots to live in, which is why 
I'm here.” 

Sheri-D.’s blazing presence is only 
making Alberta hotter. And with 












performances like hers next Friday 
night—which, she informed me, will 
include her infamous sacrilegious 
panty piece (just wait and see)— 
Edmonton might be in for a poetic 
heat wave. 

Among Sheri-D.'s six collections 
of poetry are Girl's Guide to Giving 
Head and Between Lovers. But the 
poet is most known for her colour- 
ful, dynamic, and incredibly engag- 
ing spoken word performances. 

faving seen Sheri-D. perform in the 
past, and long overdue for a serving 
of her sexy wisdom, I'm dying to see 
her next week. 

But when all I wanted to hear 
about was her, her, her, Sheri-D. 
reminded me that the beauty of a 
poetry festival goes way beyond the 
intrigue of an individual performer. 

The beauty of a festival depends 
on the coming together of poets with 
different backgrounds, experiences, 
and ages. 

“It’s not just one poet,” Sheri-D. 
stresses. “It’s this big event of all 
these many things and you have to 
go experience as much as you can 
handle... when I as a poet come to 
read at a festival I think about myself 
as part of a continuum... and that’s 
what really excites me, being part 
of something that’s larger than

PROVISIONAL STRUCTURES 

By Sky Glabush, Through Sept 23,

“I'M GRADUATING FROM A RESEARCH 
institution, so I figure people want to 
see the research,” notes Sky Glabush 
on his final show as a MFA student 
in painting at the U of A, Provisional 
Structures. “It’s maybe not as coher- 
ent as a typical gallery show, but it 
speaks to being here and struggling 
through.” 

With Provisional Structures, 
Glabush has given us the opportuni- 
ty to see how an idea is worked 





through a medium—the circumlocu- 
tion of a painter exploring a 
premise—within the context of an 
academic environment. 

“The title of the show refers to the 
pieces themselves, which are kind of 
temporary and useless,” he says, 
pointing out a streak of day-glo 
orange spray paint that likely will 
degrade relatively quickly on top of 
his more long-lived oils. “They will 
break down. It’s also about the insti- 
tution too—passing or failing—and 
the structure of going to university 
to make art; being told to do it, and 
what a different thing is it to believe 
in when it feels like an exercise and

Additionally, Provisional Structures 
relates to the environments the artist 
builds to serve as subjects of his 
paintings, and also to Glabush’s 
unquestionably grand springboard 
notion, which examines how we 
view and use the spaces we live in, 
and how the ideals of revolutionary 
and Utopian movements corroded 
and withered into the likes of South 
Edmonton Common and monster 
houses that poorly imitate architec- 
ture that actually comes froma cer- 
tain place, time, and value system. 
Earlier this year, Glabush showed 
part of this body of work at the Dou-

glas Udell Gallery. Living Together 
was a series of paintings that sought 
to rigorously discuss these themes. 

Part of the difference between that 
show and his grad exhibit is that 
Glabush is now confident in what he 
is saying, so the focus becomes more 
on how he is saying it. The FAB 
show contains pieces that highlight 
his aesthetic choices and illuminate 
different aspects of his art-making 
process. It’s a playground and a 
proving ground for both the ideas 
and methodology he’s developed 
during his U of A career. 

The process is extensive. Glabush 
first builds an architectural model 
from whatever he has in his studio— 
duct tape, Astroturf, cardboard 
boxes. There's a naive, child-like 
optimism to the structures, rickety 
and gleeful. He photographs the 
completed model, then prepares the 
canvas with an underpainting that is 
purely abstract and dense. 

Over the chaos, he imposes 
order, reproducing the photo of the 
model and insinuating that into a 
painted environment that draws on, 
but is not exclusively comprised of, 
real life. 

Painterly references abound. A 
Constable landscape asserts itself in 
one, structuralist forms jostle with 
each other in most, Modernist sensi- 
bilities appear throughout. 

“You get tired of doing the same 
thing,” he observes. “Working with 
the same idea is fine, it’s just when 
you get mannered it becomes a _ 
problem. I’m taking what was in 
Living Together, but upping the 
ante.” 

The artist has helpfully included 
two pieces that display the early iter- 
ation of his themes, and they work 
to contextualize the dramatic leap he 
takes between those an his present 
practice. Within those later works, 
he articulates his concept while 
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punching up various aspects of 
painting, and more so than in previ- 
ous work is pointing out the camera 
middleman between his model and 
the finished piece, experimenting 
with pulling the gaze out or zoom- 
ing closer. In one piece, form is king. 
In another, colour rules. Another 
tangles with scale and a myriad of 
art history nods. 

“Once I had my cast of characters 
I knew what to try,” Glabush relates. 
“T wasn’t thinking overtly about 
issues of architecture and planning, 
and the process became intuitive 
and fun again.” He pushed himself 
to complete work quickly, adding, 
“That kind of composite energy 
compounded these.” 

The final piece integrates his 
object lessons and seems to be 
focused on joy—the delight of 
expressing an artistic narrative in a 
medium loved faithfully and fully 
by the artist.

Brazilian film’s pace belies its potency

IT WOULDN'T BE QUITE RIGHT TO CALL 
Cinema, Aspirins and Vultures a road 
movie, since every place the charac- 
ters travel to seems exactly the same 
as the last. 

The debut feature from Brazilian 
director Marcelo Gomes, Cinema 
opens with Johann (Peter Ketnath), a 
young German man travelling 
around rural Brazil in 1942.

him. (None of them, you get the 


sense, has ever seen film before. One 


man doesn’t want to buy any 
Aspirin, but he does want to watch

and an hour and a half later we drop 
out again (just as he’s has made a 
major personal decision that, para- 
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doxically, resolves nothing) 

This is a highly philosophical film, 
but the characters aren’t sitting 
around bullshitting. The immersive 
atmosphere and easy-going pace 
aren't boring but entrancing, once 
you fall into the film’s rhythm, 
which captures, in a way a busier 
film couldn’t, Johann’s dilemma— 
whether to go home and fight, or to 
run deeper into the Brazilian wilder- 
ness, away from history and politics. 

The friendship between Johann 
and Ranulpho is truthful and believ- 
able: two men, not only of different 
origins and histories but of hugely 
divergent personalities and attitudes 
(Johann enjoys the life of the shiftless 
wanderer, Ranulpho longs for the 
big city of Rio to escape the stifling 
backwater he was born into) become 
friends the way that any of us 
become friends: by spending time 
with one another, by conversing

No one ever comes out and says 
so, but their friendship serves as a 
plain testament to the artificiality of 
borders and nationality, especially as 
3razil enters the war against Ger- 
many, and the two become, ostensi- 
blu and legally, enemies. (It’s a good 
thing too that no one says anything 
so explicit. It’s hard to imagine such 
1 bald statement having the same 
power as the inevite ible conclusion 
the audience will infer on their own.) 

A scene towards the end in which 
the two of them pretend to meet 
each other on the battlefield and 
engage in mock conflict, Ranulpho 
making fun of Johann for not know- 
ing how to play fight properly, 
makes explicit the film’s humanistic 
concerns without getting over the 
top and preachy about it 

And, the filmmakers’ poverty of 
means turns out to be not much of a 
hindrance at all, given the starkness 
of the landscape they depict 

This film is one of those unexpect- 
ed little treasures that fall into your 
lap every now and again. Not per- 
fect, but unique, and not something 
you're likely to stumble across again.

DWAYNE JOHNSON ISN'T A GREAT 
actor. 

But sometimes great acting isn’t 
what you need. 

Ok, you'd always choose a great 
performance, if you could get one, 
but sometimes an actor's natural 
inclinations—“shortcomings,” some 
may call them—mesh splendidly 
with the demands of the character. 

Asa performer, Dwayne Johnson 
is a little wooden and overly earnest, 
a thick-necked jock who sounds nat- 
ural bellowing hokey, overblown 
phrases like “What in the blue hell is 
that?” 

What that means, however, is that 
Dwayne Johnson will suffice 
admirably cast as a football coach 
to a group of high-school aged 
‘youth at risk.” 

Also working in his favour is the 
fact that Johnson has played a little 
football himself—he was on the Cal- 
gary Stampeders’ practice roster for 
a year—before following in his pop’s 
footsteps and becoming a pro- 
wrestler. You may know him better 
as “The Rock.” 

As coach Sean Porter in Gridiron 
Gang, he comes across as surprising- 
ly sincere. You get the sense that 
Johnson really believes the hard- 


nosed inspirational stuff he’s been 
given to say on Porter's behalf. (Per- 
haps a career as a wrestler-actor 
teaches you not to take your craft 
and yourself too seriously; the chal- 
lenge for crafty actor-actors is that 
Hollywood teaches you exactly the 
opposite. ) So despite the fact that 
you're put on sap alert by Gridiron 
Gang’s premise—juvi enile detention 
supervisor uses football to break 
down gang barriers—eventually 
you give in and want him to 
succeed. 

And director Phil Joanou sets the 


table nicely, rubbing our noses in the 


brutal context for gang kids and 
reminding us that the youth punish- 
ment system serves mainly to ware- 


his shoulder and reminding him that 
the movie is costing someone a lot of 
money, just doesn’t trust the audi- 
ence. So here’s a reminder: 

We will know when to be proud 
of the players, and we'll know when 
to get snuffly. You don’t have to 
bathe your actors in golden light for 
us to know what an Important 
Thing they’re doing. Even without 
the gawdawful swells of music, 
we'll understand that the two boys 
from rival gangs are having a mean- 
ingful reconciliation, especially since 
we've known from ten minutes in 
that it was coming. Those two 
youngsters give you some great per- 
formances. Trust them to do the job. 
And—please!—would someone

house them and, in many cases, 
merely to delay a violent death. 

The star is charming, the context 
palpable... but the movie, unfortu- 
nately, is disappointing. 

The primary impediment to Total

have the guts to make a football 
movie that doesn’t leave everything 
hanging on the last play of the 
game? 

The proof that a dose of realism 
works comes at the end of the 
movie.

with footage from the 1993 docu- 
mentary that inspired this drama- 
tized story. (It was also called Grid- 
iron Gang.) We see the actual human 
beings upon which the characters in 
the movie are based. And darned if 
the actual human beings, despite 
having no golden auras, aren't gritti- 








er and more moving than their over- 
ly processed doppelgangers. 

Sometimes Art can organize 
things so as to give us a fresh per- 
spective, improving, if you will, on 
Reality. 

This time, Reality sacks Art well 
behind the line of scrimmage.

director Trevor Schmidt skirts a the- 
atrical challenge. 

His opening salvo for Northern 
Light Theatre 2006-2007 season is 
the banned-in-Brazil Miss Margari- 
da's Way. 

Written by exiled intellectual 
Roberto Athayde, the play is a 
sprawling work mimicking an 
eighth grade biology class being 
taught by the titular Miss Margarida, 
a power-mad teacher who's more 
than a little bonkers. 

The playwright has described his 
one-woman play (with the help of a 
silent male actor playing the role of a 
cowed student) as an example of

“ego in pursuit of power,” speaking 
to his feelings about the dictatorship 
that ruled Brazil in the late ‘70s and a 
wide variety of other forms of 
authoritarian power both large- and 
small-scale. 

“It's a very difficult play written 
by a very brilliant guy. There's a lot 
of yelling and the main character is 
one who's always contradicting her- 
self,” says Schmidt of the politically 
and psychologically complicated 
work. 

The play boasts a high-profile pro- 
duction history, including its 1977 
San Franciso opening starring

According to 
Schmidt, Miss Margarida pulls the 
power-warping tricks not only of a 
teacher but also as a political dema- 
gog, parent, and seductress in a mul- 
tilayered critique of power that truly 
covers all the bases 

The hard part? The play is one 
long lecture-style text broken only 
once for a recess/intermission. It's 
not that hard to lose sight of one’s 
delivery in such a monolithic piece 
of dialogue. 

“You have to take your time and 
pace yourself, trusting that the audi- 
ence will follow you and not be 
bored,” says Schmidt, happy to be 
working with Linda Grass in the title 
role. 

“She never once screwed up any 
of the lines in The Beard, which is an 








accomplishment because there's a lot 
of text in that play and it relies so 
much on repetition,” he says. 

“Linda is a moder version of 
Greek theatre. She can embody great 
passion in a very small space. 

Because of the the play’s form as 
well as its themes, Schmidt decided 
to carve a miniature, faux-classroom 
in the extended playing area.

redicting, a few years back, that Owen 
P Pallett would become the poster-child for 

the new indie hip would’ve taken quite a 
few rolls of the 12-sided dice and a couple strong 
hoots of the ol’ mystical weed. 

The soft-spoken Pallett was raised in a deeply 
religious family in Milton, Ontario, his mother 
and church-organist father both entomologists, 
the former studying wasps and the latter develop- 
ing modular bumblebee hives for greenhouse 
pollination. Only slowly did Pallett come to grips 
with the reality of living with 10 different siblings 
and half-siblings (his parents split up when he 
was 6 months old) and of being a young gay boy 
raised solely on classical music. (His dad owns 
over 300 Bach recordings.) Pallett didn’t hear 
Top 40 or hip-hop until he was 10 

“My clique in high school was a bunch of 
born-again Christians. I went to youth group and 
played football with them but wasn't so interested 
in the religious part,” recalls the 25-year-old 
known as Final Fantasy. “None of them were 
into pre-marital sex, so | kept my girlfriend and 


boyfriends a guilty secret from almost all of them. 


“When I was 17, my best friend’s mother lent me 
a Bertrand Russell book and I freaked out. I had 
no idea that atheism was even something that 
existed.” 

His becoming the darling of the indie rock 
world must've seemed as improbable as the stuff 
unicorns are made of. 

Already classically trained on piano, Pallett 
expanded his modernist approach and taught 


himself the violin throughout his university years 


while studying contemporary opera, soon becom- 
ing the de facto string arranger for Toronto's 


indie rock scene—which lead to collaborations 


with the Jim Guthrie Band and the gayer-than-gay 


Hidden Cameras. He then picked up guitar to 
form manic folk outfit Les Mouches, recording 
the substantially acclaimed You're Worth More 
To Me Than 1,000 Christians 

But it was after hooking up with a yet-to-be- 
hyped Arcade Fire and touring with them as a 
strange violin-based solo act that Pallett would 
finally find a true cult following, recording his 
solo debut, Final Fantasy Has A Home, in just 
one week in 2004 

Final Fantasy—a project that had started as a 
joke/tribute for boyfriend and fellow violinist 
Patrick Wolf when the couple were on the verge 
of breaking up—was an act that made a romantic 
and somewhat abstracted reference to the Japa- 
nese role-playing videogame series, and would 
ultimately become a blazing arrow. 

Yet, for all his nerdy propensities and his easily 
identifiable namesake, Pallett himself is admit- 
tedly rather Fantasy-shy. 

“| like Final Fantasy 6. The other ones had 
lengthy, boring dialogue or awful voice acting,” 
he admits. “It's amazing to me that Shadow Of 
The Colossus could tell a far deeper story with 
only 50 lines of dialogue than Final Fantasy 7 
could with 10,000.” 


SKY-BOUND EARTH SOUNDS 


Considering his unique upbringing and his obses- 


sion with solitude (he has recently been heard 
covering Mariah Carey's “Fantasy” live—“it's 
such a banging track, people don't realize it’s the 
loneliest song ever written”), ethereal simplicity 
becomes the key to Owen Pallett’s music. 

With its plucked classical strings dancing atop 
staccato strumming, layered and looped through 
a sampling device and sometimes enhanced 
through the addition of keys and subtle percus- 


sion (“to clean people’s ears a little”), nothing else 


in the indie rock universe sounds quite like it 
Pallett's delicate lyrics blend idiosyncratic 
Canadiana and his own past; whether he is heard 
unearthing the bones of history (“The CN Tower 
Belongs To The Dead” on his sophomore effort 
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“The [forthcoming] record is kind of inspired 


He Poos Clouds), or dedicating his music to 
Arcade Fire's front couple (“This Is The Dream 
of Win and Regine” from Has A Good Home), At 
the same time, his whimsical cues are directly 
taken from Dungeons & Dragons, epic video- 
games, and familiar fantasy literature (with titles 
like “Many Lives -» 49mp” or “The Chronicles of 
Sarnia”). 

Along the way, Pallett fires his crossbow on all 
fronts, subtly hitting various targets including 
nature, religion, sex, and romantic relationships.

But the journey that led to the Polaris Music 
Prize-nominated He Poos Clouds was one as 
rambunctious and bittersweet as the adventures 
taken on by imaginary-sword-toting nerd war- 
riors confronting their dragon-conjuring dungeon 
masters. 

Looking to up the ante after Has A Good Home 
ultimately led Pallett to seek refuge in Spain to 
compose He Poos Clouds in 2005, and prompted

him to imagine the set of three rules that were 
to be his new masterwork’s more positive modus 
operandi (see “tree”) 

“In Barcelona I just practiced the violin in the 
morning and then wrote into the evening. It was 
kind of romantic. 1 was working so hard that 
I stopped eating well and lost a lot of weight,” 
remembers Pallett, who at one point had to raid 
friends Broken Social Scene’s food on one of 
their Spanish tour stops, in order to replenish his 
health points. “People don't really realize how 
romantic eating disorders can be 

He’s only kidding about that last part 

Back in recording mode, the decision was made 
to add more instruments to the mix (horns, for 
example), leading Pallett to “neurotic overanaly- 
sis” of the work-in-progress and many heartaches 
and delays due to production collaborator Leon 
Taheny’s busy schedule 

Consequently, the current Polaris nomination 
is a testament to Final Fantasy’s resilient inven- 
tiveness. However, in his usual fashion, Pallett 
takes it all with a grain of salt 

“I think, in tribute to Canada's self-mutilating 
nature, we should award prizes for the worst 
album. Or better—the most overrated album. Yes! 
That would be such a Canadian thing to do.” 


BUT, ONCE A NERD... 


by [author] Philip Pullman's His Dark Materi- 
als, However, Pullman was trying to dethrone 
C.S. Lewis and reinstall a new, anti-theistic form 
of children’s fantasy. I’m just trying to make a 
successful fantasy record, ’cause there aren't that 
many,” ventures Pallett, already looking forward 
to a record to be released in late 2007, while also 
planning to write some pop singles and, hope- 
fully, collaborating with Toronto-based dance duo 
MSTRKRFT in the meantime. “The album [will 
be] an epic fantasy romance novel about a young 
religious zealot who sets out to kill the god of his 
world, whose name is Owen Pallett.” 

Pallett is indeed 4 strange boy/man ina 
league of his own; and for better or worse, Final 
Fantasy's music has been as despised as has been 
revered by critics—here and abroad. 

“Nobody really hated Has A Good Home. It 
wasn't until He Poos Clouds came out that | 
started getting the snide comments—which is to 
be expected, I mean, it’s pretty annoying music.” 

Fair enough, but it's hard not to imagine the 
huge grin on Owen Pallett's face as he cues the

RED HOT CHILI PEPPERS DRUMMER 
Chad Smith isn’t one to presume 
that every album the band makes is 
destined to be a hit. But during the 
making of the band’s new double 
CD, Stadium Arcadium, he saw tell- 
tale signs that the group was poised 
for another round of major success. 
“We felt really good about all of 

this music,” Smith explains. “We 
wrote so much of it, and we wanted 
it all to be together, hence the double 
record. And that, to me, when things 
are flowing like that and everyone's 
getting along and everyone is happy 
and healthy, that’s a sign that we're 
not labouring over it. It’s coming real 
naturally and real organically, and 
for our band, that’s when we do our 
best stuff.” 


It didn’t take long for Smith to see 
that his instincts were right. 

Stadium Arcadium became the first 
CD in the Red Hot Chili Peppers’ 23- 
year career to debut at number one 
on Billboard magazine's album chart. 
It grabbed that spot with first-week 
sales of more than 400,000 copies 
and has since gone platinum, with 
more than one million copies sold. 

The CD’s lead single, “Dani Cali- 
fornia,” became a blockbuster, grab- 
bing hold of the number one slot on 
Billboard's “Hot Modern Rock” and 
“Hot Mainstreany Rock” charts for 
much of its five-month run. The 
song Is still in the Top 15 on both 
charts. 


RED HOT AT THE TOP 

Indeed, these are some of the best 
of days for a band that has seen its 
share of peaks and valleys. 

Formed in 1983 by singer Antho- 


ny Kiedis, bassist Flea (real name 
Michael Balzary), guitarist Hillel Slo- 
vak and drummer Jack Irons, the 
band was rocked in 1988 by: the 
death of Slovak. The next year 
guitarist John Frusciante filled the 
guitar slot, while Smith replaced 

the band’s second drummer, Cliff 
Martinez. 

With Frusciante bringing more 
of a pop sense to the band’s hard-hit- 
ting funk-rock sound, the Chili 
Peppers broke through in a big way 
with 1991's Blood Sugar Sex Magik, 
which spawned the now-signature 
hits “Give It Away” and “Under 
The Bridge.” 

The band survived the temporary 
departure of Frusciante from 1992 to 
1999 and struck multi-platinum 
again with 1999's Californication. 

But the band’s sometimes-volatile 
chemistry became strained during 
recording sessions for their next

album, By The Way. 

In particular, Flea felt Frusciante 
had become too possessive of the 
music-writing process and ignored 
his ideas—a sentiment that, as Flea 
revealed ina recent Rolling Stone 
cover story, nearly caused him to 
quit the band. 

Smith says he was surprised by 
Flea’s revelations. But that situation 
makes sense in hindsight. 

“1 didn’t feel a big tension, but 
there was some,” Smith says of the 
By The Way sessions. 

“[Frusciante] had a real precon- 
ceived notion of how he wanted the 
stuff he was coming up with to 
sound. He kind of had more of an 
idea of what he wanted prior to [the 
recording] and [didn’t] let everyone 
do his own thing to it. I think that 
he knew, not at the time, but after- 
wards. He was like, that’s kind of 
a selfish way of being and I’m not 
using these other musicians to 
their fullest.” 


SMELLS LIKE TEAM SPIRIT 

Soa team ethic returned. And 
Smith says life outside of the band 
also helped improve the chemistry 
between the four musicians. Today 
Smith is married, Flea is engaged, 
and Kiedis and Frusciante are in 
long-term relationships. 

“| think that we've found a bal- 
ance,” Smith said. “And if you're 
happy at home and in your home 
life, then that’s going to carry over 
into your, if you want to call it your 
work place, or whatever it is that 
you do.” 

Ultimately, Stadium Arcadium 
brings back more of the funk influ- 
ence that defined the band’s early 
albums. Songs like “Hump de 
Bump,” “Charlie,” and “Ready- 
made” deliver plenty of slamming 
beats to go with a good deal of 
melodic impact. 

And while Smith says it’s tempt- 
ing for the band to stock its live set 
with Stadium Arcadium songs, the 
band is wise enough to avoid it. 

“You can’t just do that,” he said. 
“You have to play some of the old 
chestnuts that people come to enjoy 
and are part of the reason they come 
to see us play. So we do play about 
six Or seven new songs a night, and 
we switch those up from town to 
town and night to night.”

COLONEL J.D. WILKES FOUND THE 
Wrong-Eyed Jesus, but he was less- 
than-thrilled by what he met. 

After hearing enough people tell 
him he’d love Andrew Douglas’ 
doc, which followed folk-noir musi- 
cian Jim White as he traveled 
through the back roads of the Amer- 
ican South, Wilkes, vocalist for 
Nashville's Th’ Legendary 
Shack*Shakers, finally went and 
saw; he didn’t love it in the least, 
finding the film’s depictions of rural 
dwellers a typically clichéd affront— 
so much so that he’s taken it upon 
himself to shoot a film of his own 
about, as he calls it, “Southern- 
Gothic variables.” 

“It seems people's interpretation 
of what Southern Gothic means is 
dysfunctional, backwards 
inbreeds—that the South corners the 
market on ignorance,” says Wilkes, 
grumbling that from the outset he 
found the concept of “people from 
Los Angeles making such a film 
‘ridiculous’ and a ‘recipe for disas- 
ter.” 

“It’s the legacy of the Reconstruc- 
tion, the legacy of the Civil War—a 
constant exploitation and belittling 
of the Southern white male. It’s born 
out of the collective white guilt that 
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America has over slavery: the South 
must pay eternal penance.” 

Strong statements of that ilk, par- 
ticularly coming from a man bearing, 
a common initial and surname with 
Lincoln’s assassin, tend to make

some northerners a bit nervous 
(maybe even more so now with so- 
called “Red states” bearing responsi- 
bility for the presidency of the Son of 
Bush) but Wilkes says his M.O. first 
and foremost, be it in his life or in his 
music, simply means exposing and 
upholding the grand tradition of 
Southern art (he offers up literary 
giants William Faulkner and Flan- 
nery O’Conner as just two examples 
of distinction). 

None of which is to say the results 
are any less dark or bizarre than 
what you'd expect from the kind of 
backwoods Bacchanal that the 


Shack*Shakers have to offer. The 
quartet, which includes alumni from 
Hank Williams III band, originally 
congealed in Nashville's gritty 
“lower Broadway” scene where they 
began a-brewin’ a mix equal parts 
punk and rockabilly married to.a 
gypsy-carnival polka beat. 

(Wilkes, who was born in Texas 
and raised in Kentucky, attributes 
the immigrant music of the Germans 
and Spanish as well as the sounds of 
Mexico as the root sources of their 
Gogol Bordello-meets-The Reverend 
Horton Heat mash.) 

Thematically, in lyrics and accom- 
panying visuals (Wilkes also paints), 
theirs is an aesthetic equal parts 
sideshow and evangelical tents—a 
frenzied; electrified secular sermon 
of his people's dark, “Christ-haunt- 
ed” heritage most recently evinced 
on their third release, Pandelerium. 

“Because the South is very agrari- 
an, tied to the soil and dependent 
upon agriculture, farm life, and 
hand-to-mouth survival, you get 
more of a desperate, faith-based 
culture. 

“This leads to all sorts of disparity. 
If you get off the beaten path, away 
from the interstates and the urban 
sprawl you can still find people who 
are living in these desperate hand- 
to-mouth ways,” explains Wilkes. 
“And the best music, folk-art, and 
writings are still born out of that tra- 
dition, [which is] much maligned by 
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SMALL TOWN SHAKERS Just don’t call ‘em “backwards” 


those who don’t understand it.” 

Although the Shack*Shakers need 
not toil in the fields themselves, 
Wilkes maintains that their suffering 
is as real as anyone's. 

As for its cause as such, Wilkes 
peculates that it could be produced 
by anything from their “fucked-up 
DNA” to the strain of living ina 
post-modern world inhabited by 
“art-damaged” indie bands “practic- 
ing their pigeon-toed stances in front 
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of the mirror.” 

Either way, the catharsis they pro- 
duce comes as a welcome relief. 

“Rock 'n’ roll for us is primal 
scream therapy. The four guys in 
this band are birds of a feather. 
We're all drawn to create our own 
three-chord primal caveman music, 
and there's just something about it 
that’s very pleasing to pull off and 
perform.”

ALTHOUGH DAFT PUNK, AIR, AND CASSIUS 
get the most limelight for French funk, their 
contemporary Bob Sinclar is the hardest 
working French funkateer. With dozens of 
albums over the past 15 years—each with a 
different sound—there is no definitive Sinclar 
sound except, perhaps, funk. 

“After James Brown became popular, 
there were bands in every part of the world 
making funk—in Africa, South Americo— 
and I’ve collected as many of these records 
as | can,” says Sinclar. “Everybody had just 
a little different sound because of their sur- 
roundings.” 

Sinclar’s surroundings were initially mini- 
mal. Getting into the sampling groove with 
the aforementioned records for his jazzy 
projects, Sinclar evolved his hip-hop and 
downtempo into house projects the African: 
ism to the newer Brazilian project Salome De 
Bahia. 

“| really didn’t get into house until | went 
to New York for the first time in the early 
‘90s. You'd see Kenny Dope [of Masters At 
Work] and Todd Terry mixing hip-hop and 
house together in sets. | wasn’t into Chicago 
stuff or anything before that.” 

His popularity really exploded once he 
brought in vintage instruments and live 
singers and musicians, 

"| don't surf at all.” Sinclar laughs when 
asked about his equipment sources. “There is 
a great store in Paris called “Funk Junk” 
where | buy old microphones and old com-

pressors to blend in with new technology.” 

He also loves vintage disco and electro 
and pop. One of Sinclar’s most popular 
discs is a mix of originals and re-edits of 
‘70s French disco pioneer Cerrone, and 
there’s not much that escapes Sinclar’s mind. 
What does he think of disco and electro’s 
rise in popularity? 

“| try not to intellectualize things too 
much,” he admits. “I think he isa 
cycle. Sometimes things run dry. Then you go 
listen to old records and get new ideas with 
the old records. | think everybody did this. 
You can tell with Prince, Stevie Wonder... | 
just feel a good vibe about something and 
then | just do it.” 
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Having just started a North American 
tour, Sinclar his bringing his soul to Edmon- 
fon for the first time on Friday, Sept 15, at 
the Starlite Room. And while he’s excited 
and enjoys touring, more than anything he 
really loves to just bein the studio 

"| do maybe 100 dates a year—two days 
a week on average so | can spend most of 
my time in the pan 

He proceeds with caution though. “When 
| made ‘Love Generation’ that was a full day 
About 12 hours. But a lot of times if nothing 
is really coming, I'll just work on drum loops 
or something for a bit and leave. It’s 
Not good to stay foo long unless the vibe is 
really good.”

CALGARY'S KATHERINE CHI HAS ALREADY 
soared to dizzying heights in her young 
career. 

Not even finished with her scholastic stud- 
ies (she’s working toward her doctorate at 
the New England Conservatory in Boston) 
she has nonetheless performed all over North 
America with lauded recitals in New York, 
Minneapolis, Vancouver, and Philadelphia 
Enjoying her success, she’s also very humble. 

"Ive worked really hard but | think a lot of 
luck has been involved,” she admits.

Not as well known as Tchaikovsky's other 
works, it remains an essential piece and Chi 
insists that people will recognize at least 
some of it. “The very beginning of it has 
been used in films and many commercials. 
It's not as popular as some of his pieces but it 
is still one of the most popular piano concer- 
tos.” , 
While she doesn’t want to get pigeon- 
holed for playing just one style of music, she 
does have a soft spot for Russian sounds. 

“It has a very distinct, folk flavour to it for 
the most part.

MEET MATTHEW CAMIRAND, BASSIST FOR 
that messy, uncontainable collective of Van- 
couver musicians known as Black Mountain 
and Pink Mountaintops,.now shilling for his 
own band—Blood Meridian. 

It’s been a few years since his budd 
Stephen McBean’s Block Mountain was ad 
denly hoisted up and carried around like a 
prized Pomeranian by the mainstream rock 
press. Gusts of critical hallelujahs were heard 
around the world, and celebrity admirers 
Coldplay took them as openers on one of 
their massive stadium rock tours. The spin-off 
for Camirand—who had already established 
his own bona fides as a member of the Black 
Halos—was both good and bad; Blood 


Meridian was now guaranteed the attention 
of the press, but not always to their benefit. 

“Somebody actually wrote a bad review 
of the Blood Meridian album the other day 
harping on me for whining,” he says unbe- 
lievingly. “The gist of it was that ‘it must be 
really hard now that you've opened for 
Coldplay’—as though that was some kind of 
ticket to me making money. Like you open 
for Coldplay and you don’t have to work for 
the rest of your life.” 

More ily it would make you give up on 
the notion of playing music—but let it lie, let 
it lie. In any event, despite what one callow 
indie-rock purist has decreed, Camirand and 
Blood Meridian certainly haven't released an 
album of whining. Kick Up the Dust is pure 
Southern Gothic, apropos for a band that 
named themselves after a Cormac McCarthy 
novel.

AS WE SAT DOWN IN PADMANADIL THE 
owner/proprietor/cook pretty 
much appeared at our table and 
automatically started pouring from a 
large glass coffee pot filled with 
green tea, (much in the same way 
Florence Jean Tackleberry on the TV 
show Alice would have poured cof- 
fee for a regular without asking). 

As the small talk flowed and our 
host Mr. Kasim Kasim welcomed us 
again and again, I asked him what 
he thought was the best dish at Pad- 
manadi Vegetarian House. Without 
skipping a beat he said matter-of- 
factly: “Chicken Curry.” 

“OK. So that’s how it’s gonna be. 
Wise guy, eh?” I thought to myself, 
but he reassured us that it was vege- 
fanian, very tasty on coconut rice, 
and went well with the Szechwan 
mixed grilled veggies ($9). So we 
said sure, and then somehow agreed 
to the appetizer platter without 
knowing what it was (we hadn’t 
even looked at a menu yet). Mr. 
Kasim Kasim thanked us on his way 
to the kitchen (stopping briefly to 
say to us, “You're so nice”) before 
vanishing as quickly as he appeared. 

We'd been in the restaurant for 
about 50 seconds, hadn’t seen a 
menu, yet we were drinking green 
tea that we luckily would have 
ordered any way, agreed to an appe- 
tizer dish that we didn’t understand, 
and decided chicken for lunch ina 
vegetarian restaurant would some- 
how be a good idea. There seemed 
to be a lot of odd choices spiraling 
down around us... yet I was really 
enjoying myself. 

The appetizer plate ($9) was a 
selection of mystery meat. Well, 
except that it wasn’t meat. There 
were various little patties of fried 
genuine simulated faux meat prod- 
ucts. I had thought that Malaysian 
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dishes were a combination of Chi- 
nese, Southeast Asian, Dutch, and 
Indian influences based on the 
important role the Malaysian archi- 
pelago played in trade back in the 
day. But this seemed to me to be like 
an appetizer plate of various Newf 
Steaks (fried bologna). 

Nonetheless, we had a lot of fun 
dipping them in hot sauces anyway 
and made a game of guessing what 
meat byproduct they were trying to 
represent. I quite liked them to be 
honest, although I can’t for the life of 
me say why. 

Mr. Kasim Kasim brought our 
chicken curry ($10) after the appetiz- 
er, and we heaped the steaming 
coconut rice into our bowls before 
ladling the gorgeously smooth vel- 
vet curry sauce with potatoes (might 
have been Yarro root) and 
(arguably) chicken pieces over it. 

One of my favourite things about 
the curries from Southeast Asia is 
the hint of caraway they often have. 
The licorice flavour mixed in with 
the spiciness of the curry in this dish 
and the sweetness of the rice really 
rounded out the taste. I often think

curries are kind of flat without the 
caraway, but this was wonderful. It 
was exactly like the curries I’ve had 
overseas. 

Even better was the mixed grill. It 
was a simple dish of green beans 
with ginger, carrots, and peanuts 
that had been quickly fried with a bit 
of soy sauce and to my mind, maybe 
some kechap manis (sweet Indone- 
sian soy). The beans, which were cut 
into small pieces about 1.5 to 2cm 
long, were crisp, crunchy and out- 
standingly fresh. My big complaint 
about going to the ubiquitous North 
American Asian style restaurants is 
that they always destroy the veggies. 
Not so here at the Padmanadi. 
They're all about the veggies. 

We paid our bill knowing we'd be 
back soon. Mr. Kasim Kasim waved 
to us on the way out and thanked us 
again. I’ve been in restaurants in 
Edmonton where they serve you 
garbage, overcharge you, give you 
terrible service, and don’t give a 
crap. Not Mr. Kasim Kasim. He's the 
man so nice they named him twice. 

He gave us a great meal, at a rea- 
sonable price, with remarkable ser- 
vice, and made us genuinely feel like 
he was thrilled that we'd come to his 
restaurant to share his food. 

Do mea favour. Everyone who 
reads this should go and thank Mr. 
Kasim Kasim for offering us Edmon- 
tonians this fine opportunity to eat 
in his establishment.

Sibling sex is common and complicated 


ASIDE FROM THE ODD TIME WHEN AN 
Oscar-winning actress swaps spit with her 
brother, sibling incest isn’t popular conversa 
tion material 

This silence on the subject, says Dr. Den- 
nis Kimberly, who counsels incest survivors, is 
part of the reason sex between siblings 
remains so disturbingly common 

Speaking at the Guelph sexuality confer- 
ence earlier this summer, Kimberley, a 
Memorial University of Newfoundland pro- 
fessor, said that sibling incest is far more 
common that father-daughter incest 

But often, parents find it hard to draw the 
line between kids just being “yours looks dif 
ferent than mine” curiosity and more inap- 
propriate sexual behaviour between siblings. 

ls a brother and sister toking pictures of 
each other naked and posting them on the 
Internet incest? What about a brother who 
sets his sister up to have sex with a friend? In 
both cases, no sex occurred between sib 
lings, explained Kimberly, but there was still 
sexual exploitation 

And while once is more than enough 
(about one-third of sibling incest cases are 
one-time occurrences), the real problems 
develop when the activity continues for 
months Or even years, explained Kimberley 

How does it happen? 

In some cases, said Kimberley, you have 
a highly sexualized child, again, a tough call 
since most children are sexually curious and 
expressive 

Though safe to say that while self-stimula- 
tion isn’t uncommon for a two-year-old, 
explained Kimberley, rubbing yourself the

point of bleeding as one litle girl he encoun- 
tered did, may be a sign of bigger problems 


PERILOUS PARENTS 

Children whose parents are unavailable 
may overly attach themselves to a sibling 
and the sexual intimacy follows, explained 
Kimberley. Or if children share a childhood 
trauma, they may develop a bond that 
becomes sexual 

Kimberley told of a four-year-old boy who 
saw his mother raped by his father on the 
kitchen floor and went on to develop an 
incestuous relationship with his brother 

Sometimes, like some kind of unfortunate 
psychological heirloom, the pattern gets 
see along generations. One of Kimber- 
ley’s patients suffered abuse from his grand- 
parents and cuddled with his sister for com 
fort. When sis started developing, that com- 
fort included letting him touch her boobs, The 
guy grew up, married a woman who'd also 
been abused as a child, and had a daughter 
they named after his sister. When his wife 
fe Bhat sexually she told him to go have 
sex with the daughter. 

lt gets worse. Kimberley has seen a num-

ber of cases in which parents have taught 
their kids to have sex with each other i 
their own gratification. In one case, the par- 
ents filmed their kids having sex and invited 
others to watch. The brother and sister oblig- 
ed, ironically, as a way to bond through the 
horror of it 

Not all sibling sex is quite so gut 
wrenching 

Sometimes, it happens innocently as with 
‘one young man who had sex with a school- 
mate only to find out the girl was his sister 
from his faher's secret affair. 

And in some cultures, it’s not unusual for 
brothers and sisters to sleep together. and 
learn about sex from each other, explained 
Kimberley. 

In fact; go online and you'll find plenty of 
chat rooms and support groups for consent- 
ing sibling sexual relationships. Some even 
‘BS it's an orientation, much like homo- 
sexuality, and encourage practitioners to 
“come out of the closet.” 


NOT TO BE IGNORED 

The problem with this analogy, said Kim- 
berley, is that beyond the risks of inbreeding 
(supporters claim the risks of genetic defects 
are exa gerated) and the social taboo, 
human fonih, bonds (incest happens 
throughout the animal kingdom) are much 
different than the bonds we create with non- 
family members 

As a result, the risks of posttrauma and 
psychosexual problems from an ongoin 
sexual relationship with a sibling are Nae 
greater. 


One of Kimberley’s female clients had a 
brother who used to signal his readiness for 
sex by rubbing her arm. 

As an adult, every time her partner rubs 
her arm it triggers memories of incest. A 
male client could only have sex with his wife 
if she shaved because his sexual relationshi 
with his sister started just as she was sa 
oping pubic hair. 

Some patients suffer a condition in which

their partner's face actually morphs in their 
minds into that of the brother or sister they 
had sex with. 

Sadly, in most cases, parents who discov- 
er their children are sexually involved offen 
think, “Hey, it’s no big deal. It’s only their 
brother or sister, not the guy next door or 
some stranger jumping out of the bushes. 
Let's move on,” explains Kimberley. “They 
figure if they simply stop the behaviour, the 
problem’s gone. They aren't prepared to 
deal with the potential eos harm.” 

Or the disruption to the family 

Which is why victim blame is common in 
sibling incest, explained Kimberley 

“It can be painful, because it destabilizes 
the family. Some victims have to disconnect 





from the family in order to heal, which can 
be upsetting to e," he said. 

Though not nearly as upsetting as sudden- 
ly seeing your sister’s face when you're hav- 
ing sex with your wife | don’t imagine,
